r VHERE has been evidence in the past indicating that there were some unin- 


system of highways provided for land travel and no other use. With every- 
thing being considered, this thought was a natural mistake. Actually, Hampton 
toads is a highway—not a land highway—but a highway to and from the sea, 
over which there moves the goods and wares of the merchants of the world. 


” 


The designation “Hampton Roads 


in its narrow sense is the name given to a 


body of water forming the confluence of several important rivers of Virginia. 


Principal among these is the _ historic 
James River, flowing past Newport News; 
the nation’s birthplace at Jamestown, 
Hopewell, and finally to Richmond, the 
State of Virginia’s Capital City. Simi- 
larly the Elizabeth River serves the port 
cities of Norfolk, Portsmouth and South 
Norfolk; the famous Naval Shipyard at 
Portsmouth, and leads to the important 
canal connections forming a part of the 
widely known and used inland Waterway 
system extending along most of the east- 
ern coastline. 

In the broad sense, “Hampton Roads” 
is a combined title given to a collection of 
recognized superior seaports, including 
waterways that literally form the world’s 
greatest natural harbor. The area pro- 
vides an economical and logical point of 
exchange from land to sea carriers, in both 
directions, between all sections of the 
United States and the market-places of the 
world, for merchandise and wares of every 
type and description. On the Southern 
shores, the port of Norfolk, Virginia, is 
the largest of the area, and likewise the 
largest city in the State of Virginia, 
served by eight railroads of which the 
Norfolk & Western Railway is the prin- 
cipal carrier of coal, bulk commodities, 
and general merchandise. On the north- 
ern shores, the port of Newport News, 
Virginia, served by the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railway, is the principal port. 

It seems appropriate to note that the 
Hampton Roads area complex today forms 
the largest metropolitan area in the en- 
tire southeastern section of the nation, 





comprising nearly a million:population in 
an area only half that of metro Atlanta 
or Miami. From the world trade view- 
point this speaks well for the future since 
it is inherent that port growth and volume 
is always in direct relation to the popu- 
lation of its immediate area. 

If there be any single yard-stock for 
measuring the rank and value of a sea- 
port it would undoubtedly be gauged by 
four simple requirements or standards, 
without ranking the importance of each, 
as follows: 

1. Its provisions and potentialities for 
regular commercial usage. 

2. Its suitability, as well as potentiali- 
ties for industrial purposes especially with 
respect to that type of industry commonly 
referred to as “port-oriented industry.” 

3. Its adaptability to usage for pur- 
poses of National Defense, in the broad- 
est possible sense. 

4. Its attitude toward the maintenance, 
and future expansion of its existing as- 
sets. 

Hampton Roads, collectively and as a 
series of individual communities, would 
rank high if gauged by the standards just 
outlined. Under appropriate titles there 
are presented herein some facts which it 
is hoped will prove of such interest as to 
generate further and more specific in- 
quiry as to this great port area

In addition to the foregoing import and 
export statistics, the area has handled an 
average of 20,599,687 tons annually in 
coastwise movement to other U. S. ports, 
primarily in the New England area. 


Hampton Roads ranks third in the total 
volume of cargo handled in world trade. 
It is exceeded only by the ports of New 
York and Delaware River ports. 

Industry existing in the area, entirely 
aside from Army, Navy and Air Force 
operations, comprise a wide variety and 
type of production, vital to the area and 
the nation. To record but a few of the 
larger and newer establishments, one rap- 
idly forms an imposing list, including: 
Ford Assembly Plant, Norfolk; Newport 
News Shipbuilding & Dry Dock Company, 
Newport News; St. Regis Paper Company, 
Franklin; Lipton Tea Company, Suffolk; 
Dow Chemical Plant, Williamsburg;

greater evidence of governmental confi- 
dence in a great port area, vital to the 
National Defense, than is exhibited in the 
Hampton Roads area.

Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel — The 
17.5 mile crossing to be completed in early 
1964 at an estimated cost of $139-million 
will connect Cape Charles, Virginia and 
Cape Henry, Virginia.

OATH REQUIREMENT FOR SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATIONS 
DISCONTINUED 


The Foreign Commerce Statistical Regulations now provide that Shipper’s Export 
Declarations covering vessel shipments to foreign ports shall be verified by oath before 
a Notary Public, Customs officer, or other person authorized to administer oaths. The 
statutory requirement for notarization of export declarations has been repealed by 
Legislation enacted by the 87th Congress and signed by the President on August 31, 1961 
The Foreign Commerce Statistical Regulations are being amended accordingly. There- 
fore, effective immediately, pending formal amendment of the Regulations, the require- 
ment for notarization of export declarations is rescinded. Export declarations need not be 
notarized regardless of the destination of shipments or of the means of transportation. 
The change does not affect in any way the applicability of the statements in paragraph 
(ec) the back of the declaration form with respect to penalties for false statement 

When the Shipper’s Export Declaration forms are next revised, the space for 
notarization and the reference to requirements for it will be eliminated. In the meantime, 
and for a consideration period after a revised form is issued, the present forms will 
ontinue to be acceptable There is no immediate prospect that existing forms will 
become obsolete because of the elimination of the oath requirement. (No. F'T. 282.)

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FREE ENTRY—METAL ‘RAP—HORSEMEAT 

Public Law 87—110, approvad July 26, 1961, entitled “An Act to continue until the 
close of June 30, 1962, the suspension of duties on metal scrap, and for other purposes” 
is set forth below. 

It should be noted that the Public Law continues, without interruption, the suspen- 
sion of duties on metal scraps which were duty free during the twelve month period 
ending June 30, 1961. It should also be noted that the amendment concerning the free 
entry of horsemeat applies to articles entered, or withdrawn from warenouse, for 
consumption on or after the date of enactment of this Act, and to articles covered 
by entries or withdrawals which have been liquidated or the liquidation of which has 
not become final on such date of enactment. (T.D. 55442.) 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the first sentence ot section 2 of the Act of September 30, 1950 
(Public Law 869, Eighty-first Congress), is hereby amended by striking out “June 30, 1961" 
and inserting in lieu thereof “June 30, 1962": Provided, That this Act shall not apply to lead 
scrap, lead alloy scrap, antimonial lead scrap, scrap battery lead or plates, zinc scrap, or zine 
alloy scrap, or to any form of tungsten scrap, tungsten carbide scrap, or tungsten alloy scrap;

DUTY-FREE QUOTA ON PHILIPPINE TOBACCO 


There is set forth below Public Law 87—47, approved June 16, 1961. 

Pursuant to this law the duty-free treatment for Philippine stemmed and unstemmed 
filler tobacco and scrap tobacco, provided in item B in the schedule to paragraph 2, 
article II, of the Revised Vhilippine Trade Agreement (T.D. 53965), shall be accorded 
only to such Philippine articles (tobacco) falling within said item B in the schedule 
to paragraph 2 as are certified by the Philippine Government to have been allocated 
for exportation to the United States free of duty under that paragraph. 

The duty-free quota on Philippine tobacco for the year 1961 was filled on May 2, 
1961. All such quota-class tobacco entered or withdrawn for consumption during the 
balance of the calendar year is, therefore, dutiable at the rate of 18 cents per pound, 
if stemmed, or at the rate of 12.6 cents per pound, if unstemmed or scrap. These duty 
rates are applicable during the remainder of the current calendar year, regardless 
of whether a Philippine certificate of allocation for exportation is produced in connection 
with the entry or withdrawal for consumption. 

During the calendar year 1962, and thereafter, entry under the duty-free quota 
shall be allowed only for such Philippine filler and scrap tobacco as is covered by a 
Vhilippine certificate of allocation for exportation. This certificate shall be filed on 
entry or within 30 days thereafter to assure the duty-free status of the tobacco. (T.D. 
55447.) 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the duty-free treatment provided for scrap tobacco and_ filler 
tobacco described in item B in the schedule to paragraph 2 of article II of the agreement between 
the United States of America and the Republic of the Philippines concerning trade and related 
matters during a transitional period following the institution of Philippine independence, signed 
at Manila on July 4, 1946, as revised by the agreement of September 6, 1955, shall apply to 
only such Philippine articles falling within the class specified in item B in the schedule to that 
paragraph 2 of article II as are certified by the Government of the Republic of the Philippines 
to have been allocated for exportation to the United States of America free of duty under the 
paragraph 

Sec. 2. This Act will enter into force on the thirtieth day after the date of its enactment 
(Approved June 16, 1961 Public Law 87-47).

It reduces the basic 
$200 exemption to $100, except with respect to the Virgin Islands of the United States, 
and suspends the application of the additional $300 exemption during the period in- 
dicated, It makes no change in the provision that the basic exemption of $100 ($200 in 
the case of the Virgin Islands) may be claimed not more than once every 30 days. No 
change is made respecting the limitations on alcoholic beverages and cigars.

States is still entitled to a $200 exemption, but not more than $100 of the exemption 
shall be applied to articles acquired elsewhere than in the Virgin Islands of the United 
States.

ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
AIRCRAFT IN FOREIGN TRADE 

Supplies and equipment for aircraft of foreign registry.—_-In accordance with section 
309(d), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, the Department of Commerce has found and 
has advised the Secretary of the Treasury that Panama allows privileges to aircraft 
registered in the United States and engaged in foreign trade substantially reciprocal 
to the privileges provided for in sections 309 and 317 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended. The Department of Commerce has further advised that Panama has accorded 
such reciprocal treatment to aircraft of the United States registry since sometime in 
1949, subsequent to the effective date of the Air Transport Agreement with Panama, 
which entered into effect April 14, 1949. The same privileges are therefore hereby 
extended to aircraft registered in Panama and engaged in foreign trade. Bureau letter 
dated August 7, 1961 (235) 

MARKING 

Vacuum sealed cans containing tennis balls; marking of the name of the country 
of origin; section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended.—-Effective immediately, subject to 
the exceptions from marking provided for in section 304, vacuum sealed cans containing 
imported tennis balls entered for consumption or warehouse shall be legibly and con- 
spicuously marked to indicate the country of origin of the tennis balls to the ultimate 
purchaser in the United States.

Unless the collector is satisfied that the discrepancies were the 
result of clerical error or other mistake and that there has been no loss to the revenue, 
applicable penalties under section 584, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, shall be assessed 
und the facts shall be reported to the collector for the port where the vessel’s bond 
was filed for any necessary action against the bond. For the purpose of assessing such 
penalties, the value of the merchandise shall be computed as prescribed in section 
23.12 of these regulations. The fact that the master or owner had no knowledge of a 
discrepancy shall not relieve him from the penalty. 

(b) A correction in the manifest shall not be required in the case of bulk mer- 
chandise if the collector is satisfied that the difference between the manifested 
quantity and the quantity unladen, whether the difference constitutes an overage o1 
a shortage, is an ordinary and usual difference properly attributable to absorption of 
moisture, temperature, faulty weighing at the port of lading, or other similar reason. 
\ correction in the manifest shall not be required because of discrepancies between 
marks or numbers on packages of merchandise and the marks or numbers for the 
same packages as shown on the manifest of the importing vessel when the quantity 
and description of the merchandise in such packages are correctly given. (Secs. 440, 
584, 46) Stat. 712, as amended, 748, as amended; 19 U.S.C. 1440, 1584.) T.D. 55436.)

Because of the consolidation of customs Forms 249 and 3257 with customs Form 
31, it is necessary to amend section 6.7¢(h) of the Customs Regulations 

Accordingly, in order to prescribe the acceptable appropriate use of customs Form 
931 in connection with inward cargo manifests for aircraft, and to delete the references

the abolished customs Forms 3249 and 3257, section 6.7(h) is amended to read as 
follow 

(h) The provisions of section 440" and 584°, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
relate respectively to post entry for correction of and to penalties for falsity or lack 
of a manifest. Those provisions are applicable to aircraft arriving from a place out- 
side the United States with merchandise and unaccompanied baggage. An incorrect 
cargo manifest shall be corrected promptly. Post entry to add to a manifest any 
merchandise or unaccompanied baggage omitted from or which does not agree with 
the manifest may be made by the airline on a separate copy of the cargo manifest 
form marked or stamped “Post Entry.” It not made on such a copy, a post entry 
shall be prepared by the airline on customs Form 5931, appropriately modified in- 
cluding deletion of the application to make post entry. A post entry shall be signed 
by the aircraft commander or an authorized person. Correction of a manifest to 
delete merchandise and unaccompanied baggage not on board the aircraft at the time 
of arrival may be made by submission of a separate copy of the cargo manifest form 
listing the merchandise and unaccompanied baggage not found, together with the 
reasons for the shortage. If not made on such a copy, an appropriately modified Form 
5931 shall be used by the airline to make such corrections. The copy of the cargo 
manifest form or modified Form 5931 shall bear a signed declaration of the aircraft 
commander or an authorized person reading, “I declare to the best of my knowledge 
and belief that the shortage of merchandise described herein was not landed at this 
port for the reasons stated.” [T.D. 55436.) 

In order to insure availability of revised customs Form 5931, U. S. Customs Discrep- 
ancy Report, the amendments set forth above shall be effective 90 days from date of 
publication in the Federal Register.

irom the Republic of South Africa for a reasonable period.

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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—PACKAGE SPECIFICATION 
AS A PART OF INVOICE 


In order that specifications as to contents of each package will be contained in 
the customs invoice or furnished as an official part of such invoice, setion 8.13(a), 
Customs Regulations, is amended to read as follows: 

(a) Every special customs invoice of merchandise to be imported into the United 
States shall set forth the information required by section 481(a), Tariff Act of 1930” 
and shall state in adequate detail what merchandise is contained in each individual 
package. Such information shall be included in or attached to the special customs 
invoice. [T.D. 55439.) 

These requirements shall become effective as to articles imported on and after a 
date 60 days from the publication of this Treasury Decision in the Federal Register. 

Notice of the proposed issuance of requirements for a detailed description of importa- 
tions was published in the Federal Register on June 9, 1961 (26 F.R. 5184). No objections 
thereto were received, but in order to affirmatively state that submission of the required 
information in the form of packing lists or other attachments to the special customs 
invoice Was satisfactory, the final sentence in the above stated amendment has been 
added to the text published on June 9, 1961. 


FOREIGN CURRENCY: ARGENTINE PESO

The Commission found that the circumstances which led to the imposition of the 
existing quotas on these cheeses have not so changed that either of the quotas could 
be enlarged without resulting in material interference with the price support program 
of the Department of Agriculture with respect to milk and butterfat. Accordingly, the 
Commission made no recommendation to the President for the modification or elimina- 
tion of either of the quotas
